AMERICAN LABOR LEARNS A TRICK FROM ENGLAND. 


THE INVASION of parliament by English labor has had an effect already 

manifesting itself in the determination of certain American labor organ- 
izations to enter politics. President Roosevelt has been served with a 
notice to this effect, and the approaching congressional campaign will prob- 
ably be marked by more or less definite re-alignments of workingmen on 
the labor questions. It is terribly old-fashioned and out of date, yet none 
the less true, to say that in this republic every man, if he is a good citizen, 
is already in politics, not because he is a laborer or a capitalist, but just be- 
cause he is a sovereign freeman. If the 
laboring man is not already in politics 
there can be but one reason for it. He has 
been false to his first duty as an American 
citizen. We hear to-day of labor going 
into politics and think little of it. But to- 
morrow we shall see our politics full of 
class strife, the employer arrayed against 
the employé in the halls of legislation, as 
they are now in the field of industry, and 
then we shall have come to the greatest 
calamity that can befall a free government. 
For more than a century this country has 
held to the doctrine that the true interests 
of labor and capital are one. If both par- 
ties are at last to renounce that faith it can 
only be for the reason that both capital and labor have gone away from the 
old safe paths—the one lured by a vicious, grasping hunger for feudalistic 
wealth, the other betrayed by negligence and a too optimistic leaning on 
the advice of others.
